The Chicago Bricklayers. § .- 


CHTcaGco, III., June 23.—A local paper this 
morning says: ‘‘The labor leaders outside of 
the brickiayers are disgusted with the way the 
latter have managed the strike, but do not 
seem inclined to help them out. A labor or- 
ganizer said: ‘The otber trades unions should 
take hold of the strike and man it 
from now on, but the prominent 
trades unionists say it would be a good thing 
if the Bricklayers’ Union was wiped out of ex- 
istence. They are a rough, selfish, despotic 
lot, but just the right kind to inaugurate and 
maintain the eight-hour day. If they persist 
in their present course they will not only kill 
themselves, but drag the whole movement 
down in the wreck.’ ’ 

Tne coming national convention to be held 
in Chicago June 28 will take a decided stand 
upon this question. One of the promoters of 
the convention said the Chicago bricklayers 
would be forced to abandon their present 
union and reorganize under the Inter- 
nationals. The strike had imperiled the 
other unions, and they did not propose 
to remain at the mercy of the local 
bricklayers. The Amalgamated Building 
Trades Council is. about to define 
its position in relation to the bricklayers. The 
carpenters and hodcarriers are alarmed and 
have about decided to sacrifice the bricklayers 
in order to save themselves. It is ramored 
that they are to extend an invitation to the In- 
ternational Bricklayers’ Union requesting 
them to form a branch of their organization in 
Chicago. This question will be discussed at 
to-night’s meeting of the council.

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GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 


PREPARATIONS BEING MADE TO RECEIVE 
THE COLORED VISITORS. 


A Demonstration on the Veterans’ Line of 
Marech—A Chorus of 1,000 Voices—Ac- 
‘eommodations to Be ‘Provided for All 
Who May Come—A Delegate to Be Sent 
East—The Local Committee of Arrange- 
meatse—Grand Army Gossip. 


The colored people of St. Louis are mak- 
ing preparations to celebrate the reunion of 
the Grand Army of the Republic next Septem- 
ber in a becoming manner. The colored peo- 
ple have a peculiar interest lu the Grand Army 
of the Repubiio growing out of their interest 
in the result of the late war. They 
have also the further interest that 
many colored people served in the 
Union army and many of them are members of 
the Grard Army. While no distinction is made 
between white and colored in the general ar- 
rangements made for the reception of the vis- 
itors, the colored people of the city have come 
to the conclusion that they ought to make 
some special preparations for the members of 
their race who will be here. In accordance 


with this idea the following 
COMMITTEES OF ARRANGEMENTS 

was organized by the colored people last week: 
S. M. Wileon, Chairman; E. 8. Williams, Seo- 
retary; A. D. Langston, principal of No. 7 
School; H. G. Parker, principal of No. 1 
School, and J. W. Campbell. This committee 
waited on the General Executive Committee 
having the Grand Encampment in charge at its 
meeting last Saturday evening and suggested 
the propriety of allowing the colored people 
to make a demonstration on the line of march 
ofthe veterans’ parade. The suggestion was 
adopted by the committee. The commit- 
tee of colored citizens is now making arrange- 
ments for this demonstration. Chairman 
Wilson and the members of the committee 
called at the PosT-DIsPaTCH office this morning 
and stated that they were hardat work. They 
will begin shortly to organize a choir of 1,000 
colored school children. This chorus will be 
arranged on a stand somewhere along the line 
of parade. They will sing ‘‘Star Spangied 
Banner,’’ My Oountry, "Tis of Thee“ and 
other national anthems during the passage of 
tbe e. 

Another feature of the day will probably be 
the presentation to the Grand Army, through 
its Commander-in-Chief, of a set of resolu- 
tions adopted by the colored people, hand- 
somely engrossed. 

To defray the expenses of this presentation 
and of training the children, the committee 
will send out collectors and make up a little 
supplemental entertainment fund. These 
collectors will Have authority from 8. M. WII 
son, and no collectors without authority from 
him should be recognized. 

A. D. LANGSTON, 
a member of the committee, will leave shortly 
for the East. He will visit New York, Phila- 
delphia, Washington and other points and

Another Account, 


LEXINGTON, Ky., June 22.—Infermation has 
been received by the Transcript, of another 
battle in Rowan County, which occurred 
this morning at 9 o’clock. In this fight, 
Craig Tolliver, the desperado who has lorded 
it over that section, was killed. It is said that a 
large party of men, ostensibly led by Dr. Lo- 
gan, whose two sons were murdered in cold 
blood by the Tolliver gang about two weeks 
ago, and who was in jail in this city at the time 
of the tragedy, had organized a band of 
regulators for the purpose of ridding the 
county of the desperadoes. Rumors of this 
band of regulators being iu the neighborhood 
of Morehead have been frequent. This morn- 
ing, at a little after 9 o’clook, the regulators 
being concealed in close proximity to More- 
head, opened fize on Tolliver and some of his 
gang, who were on the streets. Tolliver was 
killed early in the engagement and the fight 
assumed a bushwhacking character, the 
men hiding behind houses and trees and 
shooting any one that they could see. Reports 
differ as to the number killed—one placing the 
namber at five, including Tolliver, another 
stated that Craig Tolliver, two of his brothers 
and thirteen men had been killed.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Missouri Pacific Plans—A Big Consolidation 
—Reductions in Rates, 


It is stated on good authority that the Mis- 
sourl Pacific managers have decided not to 
build from Boonville to Jefferson City in ex- 
tension of the Lexington low-grade branch of 
the road, but will usethe Tipton branch for 
the present. The traffic is so heavy 
on the road that the management 
have considered the building oof a 
low-grade freight road 2 Kansas City 
to accommodate it and to avoid the expense of 
the present high-grade line. The Lexington 
branch now gives the road a low-grade line 
from Atchison to Jefferson City, but what will 
be done on this side is not definitely settled as 
yet. The report has been started that the 
road had puchased the rightof way of the 
Oentral Missouri from Boonville down, which 
is extremely low grade, but this is strenuously 
denied by the Central Missouri people, 
who declare that they are now engaged in 
construction work and have no idea of 


abandoning their line. The building of a 
purely freight line is certainly coutemplated 
and it is asserted that the Creve Coeur branch 
would be utilized for this end of it, thus giving 
a double track to Kansas City and a low-grade 
freight road. It is also said that the road will 
dulld a cut-off this side of Jefferson City to the 
Iron Mountain and will take through freight 
for the seaboard direct to Memphis and to the 
Mississippi River, avaiding the high grade near 
Pacific, Mo., and paneling around St. Louis 
with this kind ot freight altogether. St. Louis, 
of course, will not be affected by this dwer - 
sion of through freight and must remain the 
terminal point of the system. The 4 of 
the Missouri Pacific for the control of South- 
west traffic are gigantic and when the Atchi- 
son reaches here St. Louis will have two un- 
surpassed systems m active rivalry. 


Cheap Rallroad Fares. 


There is some prospect that travelers will be 
given periodical opportunities to go to differ 
ent cities at extremély low rates during this 
summer, notwithstanding the interstate 


commerce law. The five days’ limit 
on the cheap excursion rates to 
Louisville and Cincinnati inaugurated by 
the O. 4 M. expfred yesterday, but the same 
rates will be given on Saturday again on 
tickets good until the 80th. These rates are 
$9.30 for round-trip tickets to Cincinnati and 
to Louisville and return. The O. & M. made 
the reduction without regard to the other 
roads at first, but an agreement has been made 
on the second reduction and all the roads are 
init. The exception in favor of conventions 
promises to be made use of frequently by the 
roads to stimulate business when it is dull. 
Of course the tickets are thrown upon the 
public and they give excellent chances to the 
scalpers to turn a few dollars. The Drummers’ 
Convention is helping out the scalpers on Chi- 
eago & St. Paul business as the fare from Chi- 
cago and return is only $3.50. These five-day 
tickets to Cincinnati and Louisville are being 
made use of, the scaipers of the different 
cities exchanging tickets. The agents say 
the scaipers are starving, but a broker said 
to-day that the interstate law is proving the 
best thing his fraternity could have as it shut 
off the railroads themselves from bidding for 
the scalping business. They all look forward to 
the fall festivities and G. A. R. Encampment 
as a harvest time, and there lssome talk of the 
roads meeting the reduced excursion rates 
and out-scalping the scalpers in order to freeze 
them out. 


Colorado Construction. 
The St. Louis, Colorado & Kansas City road 
has begun the grading of their line from the 
present junction point of the road with the 
Wabash to the line of Forest Park, where the 
courts gave ita right to run on the Wabash 
tracks. Some distance has been covered, and a 
force of men and mules are steadily 
at work. The Colorado track crosses 
the Wabash track at the junction and 
runs on the north side which will make it nec- 
essary for the two roads to exchange tracks to 
Forest Park. 


A Big Consolidation. 


Corcorp, N. H., June 22.—A bill incor- 
porating the New Hampshire Railroad Com- 
pany was introduced in the House yesterday. 
It provides for the union of all State railroads; 
makes the capital stock $10,000,000; limits 
dividends to 7 per cent, passenger tariff to 244 
cents per mile, and prohibits free passes.

In the United States Circuit Court this morn- 
ing Judge Thayer delivered an opinion in the 
matter of Charies Hoyle, intervenor in the 
Wabash receivership, which satisfied the 
Wabash management mightily and will be of 
entertainment to the business end of 
other railways. Hoyle claimed com- 


transit from 8t. Louis to Boston via the Wa- 
bash, the Grand Trunk, West Shore and the 
Boston & Fitchburg Railroads. The injury 
complained of was sustained in Canada on the 
Grand Trunk Ratiroad. The master disallowed 
the claim, the intervenar. excepted to the 
master’s report. Judge Thayer said in sus- 
taining the master; ‘‘A common carrier is not 
liable beyond the terminus of its own line, un- 
less it has assumed such liability by 1 
contract, or unless it has assumed such liabil- 
ity by express contract, or unless some ar- 
rangement in the nature ofa partnership ex- 
ists between it and connecting carriers, which 
Was not shown in this case. The intervenor 
had put in evidence that he had inquired for 
and urchased of the Wa h ones cag Sy 
nt for $24.50 a through ticket to Boston. On 
this ticket, however, wasa contract, one of 
the provisions of which wasthat the Wabash 
Comp 7 in selling the tickets only acted as 
agent of the connecting lines, and would not 
be responsible beyond its own line. ‘*The 
claimant testified that he did not 
examine the tickets, but it nowhere 
appears that the carrier’s agent resorted 
to any artifice to prevent him from so doing. 
What occurred in the case of the purchase of 
these tickets is probably the same that occurs 
in nearly every instance of the purchase of 
tickets for a long railroad journey involving a 
sage over several cdéhnnecting railroads.’’ 
he judge did not think the acceptance of 
through fare was gufficient evidence of a con- 
tract between the railroad company and 
the purchaser for the care of his 
b o as far as Boston, and the plea that he 
did not read the contract on the ticket did not 
render it worthiess. The neglect was bis own 
fault. He concluded ‘‘In the absence of an 
undertaking for the safe carriage over the en- 
tire route assented to by the carrier and the 
passenger, the former is only subject to its 
common law obligations to safely carry over 
its own line and safely deliver to the connect- 
ing carrier.’’

‘THE CIVIL COURTS. 


JUDGE DILLON THIS AFTERNOON WRESTLES 
WITH THE ’FRISCO ELECTION CASE. 


Hearing of the Oppenheim Proceeding to 
Set Aside—Operations of the Divorce 
Laundry To-Day—The Logan Family 
Differences—-A Husband’s Confession—A 
Point Raised in Alimony—Decisions and 
Matters in Litigation. 


Judge Dillon set for hearing to-day in Court 
No. 4the Oppenheim proceeding to set aside 
the recent election for directors of the St. 
Louis 4 San Francisco Railroad Company. 
The litigation is watched with some interest 
by all parties and the case will be warmly 
contested. Messrs. Hcagh, Overall and Jud- 
son appear for the Oppenheim faction 
and Messrs. Boyle, Adams & McKeighan 
represent Mr. O’ Day and the other defendants. 
Mr. O'Day represents the company, likewise. 
It was fully expected that the case would go to 
a hearing this morning, dut at the motion- 
hour counsel stated to the Court that deposi- 
tions from New York in behalf of the plain- 
tiffs and the defendants had arrived only a few 
hours ago, and as counsel on both sides de- 
sired an opportunity of looking over them, 
the Court would facilitate matters by deferring 
the hearing until the afternoon. 

Judge Dillon consented to take the case up 
at 2 o'clock, and the depositions were exam- 
ined during the morning at the office of coun- 
gel. The intention is to dispose of the contro- 
versy before the courts adjourn for the sum 
mer. 


The Logan Divorce. 


Judge Barclay is néaring to-day the testi- 
mony in the contested divorce case of Barbara 
Logan against Thomas J. Logan. They were 
married on the 2ist ot August, 1880, and lived 


together until the 20th of — of the pres- 
ent year. Mrs. Loganaliexes that for three 
years past she has been subjected to many in- 
dignities rendering her condition intolerable. 
She coinplains that her husband was cross and 
morose and abusive in his treatment ot her 
without any cause or provocation; that he 
found fault with her and scolded her con- 
stantiy in the presenee of the children and 
others and deeply mortified her by his out- 
bursts of temper.

New York, June 22.—The fact that Mr. Jay 
Gould has not been to his office in this city for 
several days has given rise to many disquiet- 
ing rumors in Wall street, whore the health ot 
the great railroad magnate is one of the prime 
factors in stock speculation. Mr. Gould’s son 
George and his friends have not denied that 
Mr. Gould had been a good deal of a sufferer 
from neuralgia, but they vehemently assert 
that he is all right now and he is not troubied 
a bit with the painful: malady. It is 
only necessary to recall the many 
offices which Jay Gould holds in 
the leading railroads of the country and has 
virtual ownership of dozens of big corpora- 
tions to realize what an important matter the 
health of this wonderful man istothe stock 
market and to all holders of speculative secu- 
rities. Thereis little doubt that the sudden 
death of Mr. Gould would precipitate a panic, 
the effects of which would belong felt. The 
death of a President of the United States would 
be asmall thing in comparison with the death 
of Mr. Gould. There is reason to believe that 
the bear element of Wali street have need- 
lessly exaggerated the danger in which 
Mr. Gould stands for purposes of their 
own. When the rumor that Mr. 
Gould is too ill to leave his home sends stocks 
down one-half to two points, as has been the 
case on more than one occasion, it will be seen 
that bad reports of Mr. Gould’s health become 
powerful factors in the prices of stocks.

MONOPOLY ON A STRIKE. 
The Iron Industry Gazette and a num- 


ber of other organs of pooled and pro- 
tected interests are not only indulging in 
fool comments on what they call ‘‘this 
fool law,“ but are grossly misrepresent- 
ing provisions of it so plain that even the 
wayfaring man though a fool need not 
err therein. The Gazette says: 

Unless the great through roads are permitted 
to lower thelr long-haul charges, or, in other 
words, are allowed to charge proportionately 
less for long than for short hauls, we shall see 
the United States divided into commercial sec- 
tions having no intercourse with one another. 
The Pacific Coast and the Mississippi Valley 
and the Atlantic Ooast producers and con- 
sumers have been brought together by the 
railroads, and now this fool law is enacted to 
separate them once more. If these transcon- 
tinental lines are compelled to maintain a 
strict proportion between long-and-sbort- haul 
freight rates, we must expect to see the Pacific 
Coast peopie turning to foreign countries for 
their coal, tron, lead, steel and other heavy 
products. The narrow-minded ignoramuses 
in Congress who passed this insane measure 
were told in advance that these complications 
would occur, but, hounded on by other igno- 
ramuses outside of Congress, they went on 
and passed it. 

The interstate law does not prevent 
roads from charging ‘‘proportionately 
‘less for long than for short hauls.” It 
only forbids their charging more in the 
aggregate for the short than for the long 
haul without special permission from the 
Commission. It does not compel them to 
„maintain a strict proportion between 
long-and-short-haul freight rates,“ and al 
their actions based on the pretense that it 
does are but parts of their plan of resist 
ing the law and breakingitdown. Itis 
this plan, and not the law, that is respon- 
sible for the Gazette’s following table of 
changes in through rates between the

On their face the figures in both of these 
columns are as arbitrary as any rates that 
were ever fixed regardless of the cost of 
service. If the new rates are unreason- 
ably high they are made so in disobedience 
and not in obedience to the new law. If 
they are reasonable they are a proof that 
the enormous difference between them 
and the old rates was charged, not to those 
who received the service, but to helpless 
way-station shippers or to unfavored 
through shippers, who received none of 
the benefits of the unreasonably low ser- 


yice. 


IRISH-AMERICANS have sent across the 
ocean through certain banks since 1848 
the sum of $155,090,000 to help their rack- 
rented relatives in the old country. This 
gives about $4,000,000 a year as the very 
lowest estimate of this country’s pecuni- 
ary interest in the Irish rent question.

A War Record.

It would be an easy matter for Mr. Dana to 
examine the fles in Washington, in the War 
Department, and base his charges upon facts, 
if they exist. These records are as accessible 
as those in our Register’s office, which show 
the mortgages now quietly resting upon 
broken-down New York newspapers. Mr. 
Pulitzer arrived in the United States in 1864. 
He enlisted in the First New York Cavalry in 
September of that year, Hs served continu- 
ously with his command, and was honorably 
discharged at the close of the war, and after 
tne great review in Washington. His captain 
isa resident of this city to-day and can tes- 
tify on all requisite points. 

Mr. Pulitzer certainly enlisted in the army 
of the Union and served until honorably 
mustered out. Mr. Dana had no such credit- 
able experience. He simply was a War De- 
partment spy and a traducer of Union Gen- 
erals both during and after the war. 


Local Liquor Taxes. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Under the high license law of Missouri there 
are 8,924 licensed dram-shops in the State. 
This isa trifle more than one-balf the number 
in the city of Philadelphia alone. Philadel- 
phia has a little less than a million of inhab- 
itants, Missouri 2,500,000. The liquor licenses 
for the State of Missouri netted to the State 
Treasury in 1886 $157,477 and to the County 
Treasuries $1,882,116, or a total to the State and 
County Treasuries of $1,539,598. The revenues 
derived to the State of Pennsylvania from its 
retail liquor licenses last year amounted to 
$448,548 and the counties got nothing. The 
price of a license in Missouri varies from $550, 
the minimum fee, to $1,200. The average 
license fee in Pennsylvania under the present 
law is $50. These figures indicate not only that 
high license very materially decreases the 
number of saloons, but that it increases the 
revenues in mpre than an inverse ratio. There 
is every reason to believe that the same result 
will follow the enforcement of the high license 
law in Pennsylvania. 


The War Over, But——.

The war has been over these twenty years 
and more, and but yesterday in cultured and 
patriotic Boston a camp of Confederate veter- 
ans met with a generous and royal reception 
from the Grand Army Posts and the citizens 
of New England’s metropolis.

AT THE ABBEY. 

The venerable Westminster Abbey was 
completely transformed. “Its sombre recesses 
were flled in with staging and raised galleries 
covered with dark red cloth until what is one 
of the finest church interiors in the world, 
resembied that of a theater, Seats were ar- 
ranged so that all along the nave could be 
seen only the procession of royalties entering 
and departing from the church. The 
organ loft shut off the view of the remainder 
of the church occupied by the Queen and 
her attendants. After her arrival this 
part of the church was given up tothe city dig- 
nitaries, army and navy people and friends of 
the officials. Every official was in court uni- 
form. Upon the left of the nave was the place 
assigned to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen. 
They came in early, preceded by two gray- 
wigged footmen, carrying the Lord Mayor’s 
golden mace. The Lord Mayor wore a long 
red robe, the coliar of which was trimmed with 
fur. Ten ex-Lord Mayors, wearing similar 
robes, sat at his left. The Aidermen who sat 
back of them wore long blue robes 
trimmed in similar style. Just beyond them 
were the High Sheriffs, some twelve in num- 
ber, wearing black velvet, stee!l-trimmed court 
suits, Opposite to them were the Lord Pro- 
vost of Edinburgh, the Burgesses of West- 
minster and representatives of the Board of 
Works. Beyond them were solid backs of 
red-coated army officers contrasting with the 
biue naval uniforms and the light silk toilets 
ofthe ladies with them. On the ground floor

The organ loft was occupied by the 
organist and musicians and members of the 
press. Here also were four State trumpeters 
who sounded a fanfare when the Queen en- 
tered the church, These trumpeters wore 
black velvet caps with enormous heavy peaks. 
Their coats were gold barred with scariet and 
with a heavy brocaded‘‘V. R. and crown upon 
the backsind breasts of their coats. They 
wore white breechesand patent leather boots. 
From their silver bugles hung silken squares 
upon which was embroidered the coat-of-arms 
of England, Along the line ofthe nave stood 
the scarlet, robed blue-hatted beef-ceaters. 
They stood in position from 9 until 13:40 
o'clock, when the final ceremonies» were con- 
cluded. They scarcely moved during this 
whole time. The officers from the corps of 
gentlemen-at-arms dressed in striking 
scariet coats, black trousers and hien 
white-plumed helmets, moved up and 
down acting as ushers to tha 
various guests who came from time to time. 
A more striking picture in point of color could 
hardly be found.

AN ENGLISHMAN’S ACCOUNT. 


The Spectators and the Enthusiasm—A Job 
Lot of Baronets. 


Epecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispate. 

Loxpox. June 22.—There is still nothing in 
the papers or on people’s lips but the jubilee; 
therefore a few calmer refiections now that 
the enthusiasm has somewhat evaporuted, 
will, perhaps, be in order. To begin with, the 
festival was strictly one of the middle class, 
the railroads all taking out of London no fewer 
than on the ordinary holidays. The crowds 
were astonishingly smalier than had been an- 
ticipated, indeed, except in a half-dozen cen- 
tral spots where the crush was terrible for 
some time, and the police and soldiers were at 
their wits’ end in the struggle with the people, 
it was possible to make one’s way from point 
to point along the whole route. I had not 
once to use my police pass in order to get 
about. All the columns of accounts this morn- 
ing about the continuous thunder of applause 

ARE PURELY IMAGINATIVE. 
From the collation of accounts by the people 
stationed at different points, the fact is clear 
that applause was very infrequent and not 
very loud. The first half of the procession 
passed the end of Northumberland avenue, 
where I first saw it, without a single cheer. 
As a spectacie the procession suffered greatly 
from the fact that there was no music in it 
and half of the carriages were closed. One 
real point of interest in the pageant was 
formed by the splendidly picturesque 
group of native and Indian cavalry offi- 
cers, with the Queen’s carriage and the band 
of Princes on horseback behind it. In the 
abbey a much more striking feature of the 
ceremony was the kiss exchanged by the 
Queen with all the members of her family, and 
THE MOST TOUCHING INCIDENT 

was the double kissing of the Crown Princess 
of Germany. The eldest daughter, after a 
long affectionate kiss from her mother, kissed 
the Queen’s hand with such fervor that the 
Queen again kissed her warmly, after which 
the Crown Princess, for the third time, kissed 
her mother’s hand and retired. It was the 
mother and daughter, not the Queen and 
Crown Princess, who embraced. The proces- 
sion was then reformed and the abbey rapidly 
emptied; quite a posse of kings being left un- 
noticed as the spectators hurried out to cateh 
a glimpse of the royal procession. 

Great amusement is expressed this morning 
over the mishap to the Marguis of Lorne, who 
was ignominiously thrown as he was riding 
with the Princes, just outside Buckingham 
Palace. Uniess one mistake them very much, 
several of these Princes by Divine Right would 
chuckle over this seemingly providential re- 
moval of their companion by marriage. There 
were two or three fatal accidents and a num- 
ber of slighter ones, but the ambulance service 
was one ofthe most picturesque and enter- 
taining features of the day to the people sitting 
out their long and expensive vigil.

There are many things that could be 
corrected and ded against on another 
trip. ballast was thrown out at 
the start, and ve went tigher than we in 
tended. Our idea was to keep along at an 
elevation of about one thoasand feet. In that 
way we shouid have been able to remain up 
over night and should have covered a large 
part of the distance to the sea board. It was 
difficult, partly owing to the size of the 
balloon, to guage the amount of ballast to 
throw out to maintain a desired elevation. 
But our experience has taught us a t 
deal in that direction. I am confident that a 
long voyage can be accomplished. 
On the mext trip, however, I should like to 
make certain suggestions which I think if 
carried out, will insure success to the enter-, 
prise. In the first place there should bea 
trial trip, the balloon should be kept up at 
an elevation of say 1,000 feet “for 
24 hours to test ifs quality and conditions. On 
aquiet day when little air is stirring that 
could be accomplished very easily.

**Ildo not care to say anything, but it does 
not seem exactly right fora club President to 
ask an umpire to take a fine offa , the 

lea that the monev came out of his (the Pres- 

dent's) — What is the use ot making 
rules it they are not hlved up to? ¢ 

This cannot de said about the League, and 
when once the League makes a rule it must be 
lived upto. The ague managers will not 
pay the players’ fines, and they uphold the 
umpires instead of trying to run them down.
